WEEKLY REVIEWS WORSENING FOOD SITUATION 
Dacca HOLIDAY in English 7 Feb 82 pp l, 8 


Text] The prices of foodgrains have registered an alarming rise over the last 


few days. Rice is now selling at Tk. 7.25 to Tk. 9 at various places of the 
ountrv. 
According to reports pouring into the city, foodgrains have gone beyond the reach 


of the rural people who have almost totally lost their purchasing capacity due to 


1 


lack of employment facilities currently in the countryside. 


Besides, foodgrains are fast disappearing from the remote and inaccessible markets 
of the country as the hoarders are out to turn the present food situation to their 
advantage. 


Apprehending a severe food crisis, the well-off middle class families have started 
rushing to buy rice to provide insurance against the coming critical months. Con- 
sequently, the situation keeps on aggravating at a fast pace. 


In fact, the current wave of widespread panic about the impending food crisis has 
been invited by the government itself. Now people holding responsible government 
positions have been attempting to check the increasing apprehension in the minds 
of the people about it. 


Food Minister Momen Khan in an address to the nation delivered on February 4 dis- 
missed all fears about an imminent food crisis as baseless and claimed that the 
government had adequate food reserves. 

But the food situation was first described as “critical” in a meeting of the 
council committee on food held on December 9. It was also decided in the meeting 
that the government would approach the members of the Bangladesh aid group for 
additional quantam of foodgrains. 

\fterwards appraisals of the Food Ministry also projected a dismal picture of the 
current food situation. 


These official appraisals also apprehended steady and steep rise in the prices 
of foodgrains throughout the country.

It was mentioned in the address of the Food Minister that the food deficit is 2] 
lakh tons only. While providing statistics to show a satisfactory food outlook, 
he claimed that 17.70 lakh tons of foodgrains had so far been arranged. 


He further added that the import of another 5.63 iakh tons had also been finalized 
in the meantime to implement a program of distributing 11.44 lakh tons from govern- 
ment stock which is 4 lakh tons above the quantity of foodgrains distributed last 


year. 





The aide memoire prepared for distribution among the members of the Bangladesh aid 
group contains statistics estimating the food shortfall at 22.65 lakh tons, of 
which 9.90 lakh tons have so far been lined up while 6.3 lakh tons more need to 

be arranged for. 


The Food Statistics and Food Outlook, which is the consolidated statistical 
bulletin of the Food Ministry, said of the food situation in Bangladesh: 


"Drought since beginning October, 1981, has seriously affected 1981 aman. Produc- 
tion loss is currently estimated to be about 13 percent. Furthermore, drought has 
largely affected the forthcoming wheat. The revised estimate of 141.50 lakh tons 
during 1981-82 has already caused considerable reduction in both internal procure- 
ment and year-end stock target. Consumption requirement for 92 million people 
during 1981-82 is estimated at 150 lakh tons. The corresponding gross production 
requirement adjusting 10 percent for seed, feed and wastage works out to be 165 
lakh tons. Now if 141.50 lakh tons are produced, the shortfall, to provide the 
consumption requirement, will turn out to be (150-127.35) 22.65 lakh tons. Food 
import need is recently assessed at about 16 lakh tons to reach the year-end stock 
level of 12 lakh tons, against which roughly 10 lakh tons have so far been lined 
up. As a result of this shortfall total supply of foodgrains may become critical 
and the food prices may rise further this year." 


The claims of the Food Minister in his address are not consistent with the statis- 
tics and apprehension of the Food Ministry shown in the above-mentioned bulletin. 


The real picture about the food situation is also evident from the fact that the 
cumulative releases of rice and wheat from government stock during July-December 
in 198] stood at 3.87 lakh tons and 5.42 lakh tons respectively as against 2.44 

lakh tons of rice and 4.53 lakh tons of wheat released during the corresponding 

period of 1980. 


[he quantum of aus paddy procured in the last July December period stood at 20,000 
tons as against 87,000 tons of corresponding period of 1980-81, boro 1.44 lakh tons 
as against 2.11 lakh tons, wheat 12,000 tons as against 25,000 tons and aman 1.05 
lakh tons as against 1.38 lakh tons. 


The total offtake during 1981-852 is projected to be in the order of 19.30 lakh 
tons compared to 15.2 lakh tons during 1980-81. 


According to relevant sources, on the basis of the quantum of foodgrains so far

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GOVERNMENT NOTICE DEFINES ESSENTIAL SERVICES 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 9 Feb 82 p 1 


[Text] The Union Government by a gazette notification today listed 16 categories 
of supplies and services as “essential to the community" to bring these within the 
scope of the National Security Act. 


The notification follows a Supreme Court judgment that no one can be held without 
trial on charges of prejudicing supplies and services unless what are considered 
essential by the Government is made known to the public fairly in advance. 


The court ruling followed the challenge of the National Security Act by Mr A. K. 
Roy, Mr T. S. Tyagi and Mr Vasant Kumar Pandit. 


Union and State Government offices and services get blanket coverage under the 
notification as do Parliament and legislatures and the election machinery. 


These services and supplies are bound by the strike ban under the Essential Services 
Maintenance Act. 


Today's notification lists the following supplies and services as essential to 
the community. 


Any postal, telegraph or telephone service, including any service connected 
therewith. 


Any railway service or any transport service for the carriage of passengers or 
goods by air or any other transport service for the carriage of passengers or 
goods by land or water. 


Any service connected with the operation or maintenance of aerodromes, or with the 
operation, repair or maintenance of aircraft, or any service in the International 
Airports Authority of India constituted under Section 3 of the International Air- 
ports Authority Act, 1971 (43 of 1971). 


Any service in, or in connection with the working of any major port, including any 
service connected with the loading, unloading, movement or storage of goods in any 
such port. 
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Any service connected with the clearance of goods or passengers through the cv~ toms 
or with the prevention of smuggling. 


Any service in any establishment of, or connected with, the armed forces of the 
Union or in any other establishments of installations connected with defence. 


Any service in any establishment or undertaking dealing with the production of 
goods required for any purpose conrected with defence. 


Any service in any section of any industrial undertaking pertaining to a scheduled 
industry on the working of which the safety of such undertaking or the employees 
employed therein depends. For the purposes of this sub-clause, the expressions 
“industrial undertaking” and “scheduled industry” shall have the meanings assigned 
to them in clauses (D) and (I) of Section 3 of the Industries (Development and 
Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951). 


Any service, or in connexion with, the working of any undertaking being an under- 
taking engaged in the purchase, procurement, storage, supply or distribution of 


foodgrain. 


Any service in, or in connexion with the working of any system of public conser- 
vancy, sanitation or water supply, hospitals or dispensaries. 


Any service in connexion with or in relation to banking. 


Any service in any establishment or undertaking dealing with the production, 
supply or distribution of coal, power, steel or fertilizer. 


Any service in any oilfield or refinery or in any establishment or undertaking 
dealing with the production, supply or distribution of petroleum and petroleum 
products. 


Any service in any mint or security press. 


Any service in connexion with elections to Parliament or to the legislatures of 
the States. 


Any service in connexion with the affairs of the Union Government, or a State not 
being a service specified in any of the foregoing categories. 


Copies of the notification, issued by the Union Home Ministry, have been sent to 


all State Governments and Union Territory administrations and all Central Minis- 
tries and departments for information and necessary action, adds UNI.

[Text] The Prime Minister, Mrs. Indira Gandhi, said here today that the nert 
three years should be “years of operation forward". 


The Prime Minister, who was addressing Secretaries of various Union Ministries on 
the implementation of the new 20-point programme said that the last two years could 
be called “years of operation rescue” when her Government had to salvage our 
economy from the confusion into which it had sunk during the Janata regime. 


All Ministries should concentrate on “operation forward" in the remaining three 
years of the Sixth Plan. 


"We have declared 1982 as the year of productivity and we have also announced the 
new 20-point programme. Both these are intended to provide a directive and momen- 
tum for the operation forward". 


The Prime Minister, who had met the Secretaries in September last when some of 
them had just taken over their responsibilities, said, “I hope that you are well 
set and have come to grips with your problems". She pointed out that there had 
been a great deal of demoralisation and lack of feeling of involvement in the 
beginning of 1980. But since then morale at all levels had greatly improved. 
"Enthusiasm and a spirit of commitment are very greatly needed in the services”, 
she said. “Enthusiasm is needed at any time and any place but more in India", 
she said. 


Mrs. Gandhi expressed her strong disapproval of the practice of bringing out full 
page advertisements in newspapers with her photograph. 


"I have already told my Cabinet colleagues that this practice should stop. The 
money spent on these advertisements should be better utilised for giving effective 
information and education to the public and the agencies participating in the 
implementation of the 20-point programme". 
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She had also asked the Information and Broadcasting Ministry that radio and tele- 
vision programmes should be more intelligently used for enlisting people's involve- 
ment. "Emphasis should be on conveying information and not merely harangues,”™ 

she said. 


So far as the Central Government was concerned, there should be inter-departmental 
groups of consultations. Voluntary organisations, private agencies, nationalised 
banks, chambers of commerce, Members of Parliament and legislative assemblies 
should be involved fully in the implementatior of the programme. 


Mrs. Gandhi mentioned that in matters coming to the Union Cabinet “many of the 
senior members are unaware of what is happening elsewhere". 


The “Government ought to work as one whole. But it appears now as if they are 
separate pieces which are loosely connected". 


She expressed her dissatisfaction with the way the secretaries were functioning. 
"I find that very few officers go round their own offices. I do not know how many 
of you go to your under-secretary's or section officers’ rooms". Files were 
Stacked up badly. “How can they (the staff) work under these conditions?" she 
asked. 


Mrs. Gandhi asked officers posted abroad to pay greater attention to the learning 
of foreign languages. Of course there were officials particularly in the Foreign 
Affairs Ministry who were doing “extraordinarily good work and have achieved a 
fine equation with others particularly in foreign postings”. 


Stern Action to Check Delays 


Mrs. Gandhi voiced concern over the delays in the implementation of projects. She 
announced that she had already informed her colleagues that in future all propo- 
sals coming to the Cabinet or Cabinet committees should contain a “check sheet 
indicating the date of receipt and the time taken for clearance at different 
levels". Secretaries should take action against those who caused delays and thus 
contribute to cost escalation. 


She said she had also ordered an immediate review of the working of the public 
sector undertakings particularly taking into account their performance during the 
first half of 1981-82. 


She expressed her concern over the fact that the net profits of 170 public sector 
companies during the first half of 1981-82 worked out to Rs. 48.50 crores only on 
a total capital investment of nearly Rs. 19,652 crores. 


Report on Speech 


Madras THE HINDU in English 9 Feb 82 p 9 


'Text] The Prime Minister, Mrs. Indira Gandhi, today took strong exception to the 
tendency on the part of even “comparatively junior officers" from the Central 
Ministries sitting on the boards of public sector companies and trying to do 


“back-seat driving”. 
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Lach public sector company, she said, had a finance director and the Finance Minis- 
try's representative "should not function like a super-director". While the Finance 
Ministry officers should supervise the over-all working of the public sector units, 
“they should not block the working of the enterprises", she said. 


Too many directorships: Deprecating the tendency of officers from the Central 
Ministries holding too many directorships on the boards of public sector companies, 
she mentioned an instance in which an officer was on the boards of 17 companies. 
This had since come down to 1l, she said. There were many who were on the boards 
of five or six units. "This should change, she said. "Nobody can do justice to 
his work if he is to be on so many boards”. 


Mrs. Gandhi who was addressing Central Secretaries stressed the need to step up 
the performance of the public sector undertakings. Utmost economy on the use of 
inputs particularly land in the implementation of projects was essential. 


"There is a tendency to grab as much land as possible for projects, but the right 
approach in productivity should be to use the least possible area of land and also, 
the least possible number of staff. We tend to be too generous in asking for staff. 
One of the basic elements should be to avoid proposals for new investments or 
increase in staff". 


The Prime Minister made the following points while stressing the importance of 
stepping up productivity. 


(i) The emphasis should be on optimum utilisation of the potential available. By 
potential she not only meant finance, but other inputs as well. 


Policy and procedural changes: (ii) There should be a speedy study of the factors 
which hampered production. There might be need for policy changes in certain cases 
and procedural changes in certain others. For example policy might relate to the 
removal of constraints on expansion of capacity, credit norms, etc. But there 
should be a quick examination of the need for adjustment to facilitate the produc- 
tivity drive. 


There were even delays in formulating proposals. Too many proposals came up for 
cost revision and these were handled or dealt with in a routine manner. There had 
to be a greater sense of urgency in dealing with applications for licences and 
approvals. It was in this connection that the Prime Minister wanted a "check sheet 
attached to every proposal put up to the Cabinet. 


(iii) Realistic and reasonable targets for both production and profits should be 
fixed. 


(iv) There should be adequate delegation of powers to public sector units. She 
asked the Secretaries to go into this problem and review the whole question of 
representation on the boards of the public sector units and the role of the 
officers of the Ministries. Normally the principle should be to leave the adminis- 
tration of the units to the officers of the companies while ensuring strict 
accountabi lity. 
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Many times the Secretaries do not keep themselves fully informed of what is 
appening in the public sector units. They should notice the warning signals sx 
that prompt corrective action could be taken. Once targets were set and powers 
delegated, the chief executives should be held accountable for performance and 
those who did not perform should be removed and those who showed good performance 
should be suitably rewarded. 


i) Report every quarter: A large number of positions in the public sector units 
had remained unfilled some time back. She had fixed a deadline of December 31, 
1981 for filling up these posts and this had been by and large fulfilled. "I am 
going to watch the public sector units performance closely and I will see a report 
every quarter from the Ministries on production and profits”. 

(vii) The new 20-point programme had been formulated after detailed discussions 
and fully taking into account priorities of the plan and availability of resources. 
“I attach high importance to the fulfillment of targets", the Prime Minister said 
and wanted the Secretaries to give it also the necessary attention. 


Lach Ministry should work out year-wise targets and make them known to all those 
concerned with and responsible for implementation. They should arrange for the 
inputs and work out any changes in policies or procedures necessary with the 
Planning Commission and bring them before the Cabinet committee and obtain its 
ipproval within the next two months. Some of these points in the 20-point pro- 
gramme required coordinated action by different Ministries and also between the 
Centre and the States. So far as the Central Government was concerned there should 
be inter-departmental consultations. 


(viii) Mrs. Gandhi laid special emphasis on the treatment of people hit by the 
acquisition of land for new projects. She pointed out that a lot of people were 
getting alienated as a result of their having been treated in an “inhuman way. We 
don’t take the trouble to train them. The more development we have, we have more 
such alienated groups." She stressed that it would be better to build projects 

on rocky land than on agricultural land. 


fhe Prime Minister who sought the comments of the Secretaries was told that one 

of the problems concerned housing, particularly at the lower level of Government 
officials. This was particularly acute in some cities like Calcutta. Many Govern- 
ment servants had retired without having been able to get accomodation. The 


ituation was somewhat better in Delhi than in Bombay.

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DELHI POLICY ON INDIAN OCEAN ISLANDS EXAMINED 
Madras THE HINDU in English 9 Feb 82 p 1 


[Text] The mounting superpower rivalry in and around the Indian Ocean is leading 

to a deeper involvement of the U.S. and Soviet Union in the internal politics of 

the strategically located islands of Madagascar, Mauritius, Seychelles and Maldives, 
which have lately acquired considerable importance. 


The impending elections in Mauritius, which has close filial links with India, have 
made this island with its multiracial population increasingly vulnerable to foreign 
intervention. 


As the largest country in the Indian Ocean region, India is naturally concerned 
about the interaction of foreign influences in these islands, especially Mauritius 
with Indian origin settlers constituting nearly two-thirds of its population. 
After its independence in 1968, Mauritius has established both political and eco- 
nomic links with India which has helped the island considerably in consolidating 
its freedom. 


India's help to Mauritius 


Apart from extending generous credits, India has been providing technical assistance 
in diversifying its single-crop economy based on sugarcane by helping Mr: citius 

set up new industries and training its personnel to achieve a greater ¢ gree of 
self-reliance. The Mahatma Gandhi Institute set up with Indian cooperation has 
become a symbol of Indo-Mauritian cooperation. 


Anti-Rangoolam line-up 


The Prime Minister, Sir Seewoosagur Ramgoolam, who has been in office since inde- 
pendence, has come under increasing attacks from the opposition, especially the 
leftist parties which consider him to be too pro-Western for their taste. He 
nearly lost the last election when the ruling coalition of right and centrist 
parties managed to form a Government only with the support of the nominated mem- 
bers, which is something peculiar to the Mauritian Constitution.

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OPPOSITION PARTIES DRAFT STATEMENT ON JOINT ACTION 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 9 Feb 82 p 1 


[Text] The co-ordination committee of the Janata Party, the Lok Dal and the 
Congress(S) today finalized a “draft statement" for their "joint action" which it 


hoped would lead to a “durable and viable Opposition unity" and “their ultimate 
merger”. 


The six-page draft document, prepared by Mr Madhu Dandavate of the Janata Party 

and which was the outcome of the three sessions, will now be sent to the presidents 
and general secretaries of the parties concerned for “consideration” of their 
national executives within the next fortnight. 


The dratt statement which has incorporated important points from the election 
manifestoes of the three parties and the economic policies of the undivided 

Janata Party of 1977, calls for the restructuring of economy to promote “socialism 
of Gandhian values." 


The document commits the three parties to the “twin objectives of growth and social 
justice in the field of industry as well as agriculture.” 


The draft statement which aims at a new economic order, giving priority to agri- 
culture over industry, has suggested that at least 40% of the investible resources 
be given to agriculture, but it does not want to "overlook" the “imperative need" 
for further industrialization to absorb the large masses of agricultural labour 

in non-agricultural fields. 


The draft calls for a new thrust to planning and development to ensure benefits to 
broad masses rather than monopoly houses and privileged classes. 


On the question of decentralization of economic power, the draft has emphasized the 
need for enforcing agricultural and urban land ceilings to ensure dispersal of 
property and wealth. It has also emphasized the need to prevent continuance of 


monopo! y cont rol. 


Integrated Policy 


The draft has stressed the importance of an integrated policy for incomes, wages 
and prices. It is necessary that a comprehensive policy be formulated in

onsultation with trade unions, consumer bodies and organizations of kisana and 


agricultural labour, it says. A “rational policy” on wages is also necessary, and 
the minimum and maximum incomes after tax should be limited to a ration of one t

It has pointed out that the question of rising prices of essential items is closely 
related to black money and “rampant corruption, especially in high places” and 
recurring deficits. Unless corruption is eradicated through the institution of 


“lok ayukt", the common man will continue to suffer, it adds. 


The draft also envisages fight for the rights of the poor, like the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes and backward classes. 


Calling for “reformed planning process” the draft emphasizes the need for effective 
association of gram panchayats, panchayat samitis and district bodies in the plan 
formulations. It also prorises “sufficient powers” to the States to make the 


fe dé ral structure ‘me aningful] ind effective.” 

It says that there is need for introducing a system of “small independent peasant 
farms" assisted by service cooperatives to improve agricultural productivity. This 
will also satisfy the hunger of the tiller of the land and ensure equitable distri- 
bution of agricultural incomes, according to the draft. 


[It calls for the removal of loopholes in land ceiling laws and a comprehensive 
legislation to protect the wages of agricultural workers. 


he document has said there is no room for foreign collaboration in areas where 
adequate Indian skills have been developed and indigenous capital is available. 
[It accords a “meaningful place" in the industrial development to all sectors-- 
public, private, small-scale and cooperative. It however, says that the public 
sector, representing commanding heights of the economy, has to serve the social 
purpose of promoting agriculture, cottage and small-scale industries.

President Sanjiva Reddy will deliver the traditional opening address--his last 
before relinquishing office at the end of his term--to a joint sitting of the 
two Houses outlining Government's policies and programmes for the new fiscal 
year beginning April l. 


The Union Budget for 1982-83 will be presented on February 27, the pre-budget 
economic survey on February 24, and the Railway budget on February 23. 


The Finance Minister, Mr Pranab Mukherjee, who has completed a round of discussions 
with Economists, industrialists and trade unionists, is weishing the options 

before him while framing his first Budget, which would be less inflationary, but 
which would also provide for higher outlays both for development and defence. 


Mr P. C. Sethi, Railway Minister, will present the state of finances of the 
Railways in his budget. 


Both the Railways and the P and T Department have already effected mid-year upward 
adjustments of freight and telecommunication charges aimed at making up losses and 
reducing the drain on the Central exchequer. 


After the general debate on the President's address, the two Houses will take up 
the Railway budget. The Lok Sabha is scheduled to consider the Union Budget from 
March 5 and complete the discussions by March 12.

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CPI-ML COMMITTEE ADOPTS POLITICAL LINE 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 11 Feb 82 p 4 


[Text] The first conference of the reorganisation committee of the Communist Party 
of India-Marxist-Leninist (CPI-ML) has adopted a political line which calls for 
developing “all forms of struggles" as complementary to armed struggle, reports 
UNI. The conference, held in the last week of January somewhere in Maharashtra, 
upheld the line of the late Naxalite leader Charu Mazumdar, although accepting the 
need to rectify the mistakes committed by hin. 


A press release issued by the reorganisation committee said the conference decided 
to change its name as central reorganisation committee and also elected Mr Venu 
from Kerala as its secretary.

The reorganisation committee was formed in November 1979, with the merger of 
Kerala State committee and the Andhra Pradesh State reorganisation committee to 
reorganise and rebuild the party on an all-India level. During the last two years 
State level committees have been organised in Karnataka, Maharashtra, Gujarat, 
Rajsthan, Madhya Pradesh and Assam the release said.

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PRESS COMMENTS ON MOSCOW REFUSAL OF VISA TO DANGE 
Meaning to Indian Parties 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 10 Feb 82 p 1 


[Text] Moscow's reservation in giving a transit visa to the veteran communist 
leader, Mr. S. A. Dange, who was scheduled to attend the Havana session of the 
World Federation of Trade Unions, may be a small event, but it settles a big ques- 
tion as far as the Indian communist movement is concerned. 


It was a calculated step by the Soviet Union to tell Mr. Dange, who was the reci- 
pient of the Order of Lenin, and is the oldest vice-president of the WFTU, that 
he is no longer relevant. Moscow obviously considers him to be expendable. 


Domestic Quarrel 


The cisgrace of Mr. Dange by the CPI, and his final ouster from the party, were so 
far considered to be the outcome of a domestic quarrel between two factions of the 
party in which the Soviet Union did not interfere. For a long time, the question 
as to which of the two factions was more acceptable to Moscow remained a subject 
of speculation. 


In view of Mr. Dange's unqualified pro-Indira Gandhi stand, he was seen as a useful 
link between the Soviet leaders and the Prime Minister to be used by Moscow in 
times of need. 


The Soviet Union obviously has a different perception of things and is keen to 
clear the confusion in regard to its fraternal affiliation with the different 
communist parties in India. This apparently is more important for it than to 
have a bridge with Mrs. Gandhi with whom it can communicate directly. 


The Soviet step has prevented a possible exodus of party members from the CPI to 
the newly-formed All-India Communist Party, set up by Mr. Dange‘'s daughter, Mrs. 
Roza Deshpande, as a result of this confusion. 


In retrospect, it can be seen that there has been a measure of consistency in 


Moscow's attitude to the Indian communists and Mrs. Indira Gandhi. It is quite 
apparent now, according to a CPI leader, that while Moscow's fraternisation of 
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Mrs. Candhi has been “tactical,” it considers its relations with the communists in 
India to be of “strategic” importance. 


This was made quite clear when Mrs. Gandhi set up the Friends of the Soviet Union-- 
an organisation which she wanted to take the place of the CPI-sponsored Indo-Soviet 
Cultural Society. While Moscow welcomed the formation of the FSU, it left no doubt 
that it would do nothing to reduce the importance of ISCUS. 


Moscow's attitude seems to support the recent trends in the Indian communist move- 
ment. The CPI, after a sojourn in Mrs. Gandhi's camp, has had to strive hard to 
return to the “mainstream of the left movement in the country." As the CPI general 
secretary, Mr. Rajeswara Rao, put it, it has succeeded in establishing an under- 
standing with the CPM to the extent that it can now think in terms of a merger.

[Text] For the Soviet Union to refuse a visa to a holder of the Order of Lenin 
must be very exceptional indeed. The act cannot but imply disapproval; in the case 
of a well-known Communist leader, it is bound to excite speculation. Little is 
explained by the “technical snag” that Mr S. A. Dange did not possess the necessary 
air tickets. According to him, Air India refused to issue the tickets as he did 
not have a visa; and the Soviet consulate, apparently, would not issue visas unless 
he had the tickets. As a result, the AICP leader and his daughter, Mrs. Roza 
Deshpande, had to cancel their plans to go to Havana via Moscow to attend a meeting 
of the World Federation of Trade Unions, of which Mr Dange is a founder-member and 
vice-president. 


The Soviet decision has understandably caused a minor sensation. It would be 
natural for the AICP to regard it as implying Soviet censure of its policies, and 
for the CPI to view it as welcome endorsement of its own, Before Mr Dange decided 
to break away from the CPI, he spent a long time in Moscow and East European 
countries, perhaps to assess their reactions to the possibility of yet another 
split in the Indian Communist movement--this time between groups equally unswerving 
in their loyalty to Moscow. After the split, both the CPI and the AICP claimed to 
be close to the Soviet Union, but the presence of Soviet dignitaries at the 
inauguration of the Congress(I)-sponsored Friends of the Soviet Union, an obvious 
rival of the CPI's Indo-Soviet Cultural Society encouraged Mr Dange's followers to 
believe that Moscow was not pleased with the CPI's opposition to Mrs Gandhi's 
policies. But this conclusion must now be upset. 


Misgivings in the AICP may be deepened by the fact that the party has failed to 
make any impact on the country's political life; it has not even been able to 
disrupt the CPI to any significant extent. The CPI on the other hand seems to 
have largely overcome the disadvantages of its past association with the Congress 
(I) and the Emergency Even in the All India Trade Union Congress, once a strong- 
hold of Mr Dange's, the CPI's supporters now outnumber those of the AICP. In 
place of Mr Dange, who is still its president, the AITUC will be represented at 
the Havana conference by Mr Indrajit Gupta, a CPI leader. Far more gratifying for 
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the CPI must be the virtual endorsement of its line by the CPI(M), its bitterest 


‘ritic at one time. It is perhaps because of this growing identity of views that 
Mo w has recently come to recognize the CPI(M) as a major party. The Soviet 

Union is aware of the Marxists’ impressive strength in some States; now that the 
are openly supporting its international line, it obviously thinks it more profi- 


table to strengthen their alliance with the CPI than to continue its support for 
Mr Dange who remains implacably hostile to their predominance.

PRESS REPORTS VISIT OF SWEDISH PRIME MINISTER 
Talks with Gandhi 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 11 Feb 82 ppl, 9 


[Text] In their hour-long official level meeting this evening, Mrs Gandhi and the 
Swedish Prime Minister, Mr Thorbjorn Falldin had a comprehensive discussion on 
disarmament and the international economic situation. 


Both strongly opposed foreign intervention in other countries, and called for new 
initiatives towards disarmament and reduction of global tension. 


Mr Falldin met Mrs Gandhi at her office on the first day of his nine-day State 
visit to India and asked her assessment of prospects for global negotiations on 
a new international economic order at the U.N. and also India's initiative on 
South-South cooperation. He himself was of the view that the “prognosis” for 
global negotiations in the U.S. was not very good. 


Mrs Gandhi pointed out that it was more essential to have South-South cooperation 
if the developing countries were to be effective in asking for North-South cooper- 
ation. She str ssed that developing countries must be united so that their voice 
could be heard. 


Apprising Mr Falldin of the situation in the Indian subcontinent, Mrs Gandhi 
recalled India's efforts to create an atmosphere of understanding and cooperation 
the region despite the efforts at induction of new and sophisticated weapons into 
the region. The Swedish leader expressed his happiness at these efforts. 


Mr Falldin regretted that the U.N. General Assembly was yet to set in motion the 
global negotiations envisaged by the historic North-South summit at Cancun in 
Mexico last year. 


Speaking at a banquet given in his honour by Mrs Gandhi, Mr Falldin strongly felt 
that both India and Sweden should continue their efforts to convince the interna- 
tional community about the need to achieve real progress in the North-South 
dialogue. 
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“Mr Falldin said his country thought that the global negotiations would help stimu- 
late the world economy as a whole while focussing special attention on the needs 
of developing countries. 


Mrs Gandhi, who referred to the deteriorating international environment, declared 
that India was against any kind of foreign presence, be it interference or subver- 
sion. "How can peace come through the induction of new and sophisticated weapons 
into areas of tensions?" she asked in an apparent reference to the situation in 
the Asian region. 


The visiting Prime Minister said that his country and India could tackle jointly 
"important and difficult problems" the two faced in the environmental and energy 
sectors. 


Mr Falldin said that “these areas are highly suitable for a greater measure of 
cooperation in research" between the two countries. 


The Swedish Prime Minister said India was in partnership with his country in 

development cooperation and, therefore, mutual contacts in science and technology 
would be of great importance in the future. Mr Falldin also mentioned substantial 
possibilities to increase the scope and colume of trade between the two countries. 


He expressed himself against the continuing foreign intervention and oppression in 
many parts of the world. He said the principles of the non-aligned movement and 
of the U.N. should serve as constant reminders of the rights of freedom and 
independence. India and his country shared similar views on political issues, 

he added. 


Mrs Gandhi said India welcomed all efforts that could diminish present dangers, 
"keeping in view the legitimate interests and security concerns of the parties 
involved." Problems could be solved only by patient negotiations and by building 
mutual trust. Peace~loving nations like Sweden and the non-aligned countries “must 
continue their constructive efforts to reduce tension,” she said. It was, there- 
fore, appropriate that this year's Nehru Award for international understanding was 
being conferred on the celebrated Swedish couple, Gunner and Alva Mydral Mrs. 
Candhi added. 


She underlined the need for a forward movement and concrete measure to alleviate 
the hardships of long suffering developing nations, most of whom faced “over- 
whelming problems of balance of payments. Markets for their raw materials were 


shrinking and their exports were barred by many. This was the reason for India's 
initiative to have a meeting of some developing nations scheduled to be held later 
this month in Delhi. "Let us hope that a new international economic order wil! 
not remain as remote as it now appears," Mrs Gandhi said. 


Mr Falidin and Mrs Gandhi also agreed that there was greater scope for economic 
cooperation between their two countries. Mr Falldin particularly referred to 
“positive opportunities" for such cooperation in engineering industries and in 
fields of energy, metallurgy, transport and communications. 
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Mr Falldin said his country would give positive thought to India's request for 
conversionary export credits for financing part of its energy projects. 


Mr Falldin was inaugurating an Indo-Swedish energy symposium organized by the 
Federation of Indian Chambers of Commerce and Industry here. 


The Swedish Prime Minister said that during his current visit, his country would 
present a specific proposal for the construction of a coal-fired power plant in 
India and to facilitate the financing on parts of the energy projects. 


He said 25 Swedish evergy experts were here taking part in the symposium. They 
would be holding discussions with their Indian counterparts on cooperations in 
such areas as hydro-electric power, thermal power stations and the transmission 
of electricity. 


Mr Falldin said that the basic aim of discussions devoted to energy issues would 
be to produce ideas and comprehensive proposals for increased cooperation between 
the two countries. He hoped that Swedish technological capability in these areas 
could make constructive contributions to India’s efforts to increase its power 
supply. 


Mrs Gandhi today described Sweden as a haven of sanity, adds PTI. She said: "For 
decades, Sweden has been deeply committed to reconciliation. It is a haven of 
sanity having prudently and punctiliously stayed out of the major military confron- 
tations of this century.” 


In india, she said, from the first day of freedom, our objective had been peace 
and friendship. “We have kept out of the conflicts of others," she added. 


Technology Transfer Offer 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 12 Feb 82 pp 1, 7 


[Text] Sweden has offered to transfer technology for new steel manufacturing 
processes it has lately developed, and agreed to help India set up coal-fired 
power stations with capacities over 400 megawatts. 


These, as well as vast potentialities of expanding Indo-Swedish cooperation in 
other areas of energy, social forestry and utilisation of the ocean's resources, 
came up during a meeting between the Indian and Swedish delegations on Thursday. 


External Affairs Minister P V Narasimha Rao led the Indian side, while Swedish 
Industry Minister Nils C Asling, accompanying Swedish Prime Minister Thorbjorn 
Falldin, led his. 


Of the three processes Sweden has developed for manufacture of steel through direct 
reduction of oxides, the Indian side laid more emphasis on getting the technology 
for the ‘inred* process, in which non-coking coal is used for setting up mini 
plants with 100 tonne capacity. 
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restry Project 
An Indo-Swedish agreement for a Rs 45 crore social forestry project in Tamilnadu 
was also signed on Thursday. 
[t was also decided to set up an ad hoc Indo-Swedish group for follow-up action on 
recommendations made at the Indo-Swedish symposium on energy, currently being held 
in the Capital. 


India also sought Sweden's assistance in replenishment of the Sixth International 
Development Assistance Funds. 


Speaking at the meeting, Mr Asling said India was the largest market for energ 
generating products and there was substantial scope for cooperation between the 
two countries in the field of hydro-energy, with Sweden providing its experience 
of generating hydro-energy in remote areas and then having it transmitted to 
industrial areas. 


In the sphere of thermai energy, he said, Sweden would help India to set up coal- 
fired power stations with capacities exceeding 400 megawatts. 


The agreement on the social forestry project in Tamilnadu was signed, in the 
presence of Prime Minister Indira Gandhi and Mr Falldin. 


The project spread over five years from 198] to 1986 is expected to give a major 
impetus for conservation and creation of community forest reserves in the State. 


In the field of ocean development, India has sought cooperation in marine engi- 
neering study offshore structural system, development of submersibles, training 
of marine geologists and marine environmental studies. 


Meanwhile Indian and Swedish industrialists have identified a number of products 
for expansion of export and import trade between the two countries. 


The Indian items that Sweden could import were leather goods, machine tools, 
power generation and transmission equipment, hand tools, refrigeration and tele- 
ymmunication equipment. Sweden could export prefabricated fertiliser plants, 

methanol plants and water drilling equipment. 


two delegations noted that Indo-Swedish cooperation in third countries could 
he explored for mutual benefit in West Asia, Africa and southeast Asis because of 
geographical proximity and similarity in socio-economic conditions in these areas. 
India enjoyed a distinct advantage to become a natural partner in such joint 


projects, it was agreed.

POLICY CHANGE IN EXPORT FIELD 
Jakarta TEMPO in Indonesian 16 Jan 82 pp 69-72 


[Text] Exporters are free to own and use foreign exchange. 
Export credits are available to stimulate exporters, produc- 
ers, and importers. There are insurance guarantees for the 
banks. And for the first time in the world Indonesia is 
requiring foreign businessmen who are granted development 
projects to export Indonesian goods. 


It is understandable that many observers regard the next budget as a “harsh” bud- 
get. Such a picture emerges clearly from the figures mentioned by President 
Soeharto when he presented his speech on the 1982/1983 state budget in Parliament 
at the beginning of last week. The oil subsidy has been reduced drastically, from 
more than Rp 1.5 trillion to only Rp 924 billion. Meanwhile, the salaries of 
government employees and retirees in practice are being eaten up by inflation. 


Several programs which were once in a much favored category now also must suffer. 
For example, the subsidy on fuel has been reduced by 39 percent. The subsidy on 
wheat flour which for years was enjoyed by the flour mills has been completely 
abolished. Expenditures on government employees which originally were greater 
than the fuel subsidy have also been cut back and are now only to increase by 3.3 
percent on paper. Expenditures for goods both domestically and overseas have als 
been substantially reduced, compared with previous years.

The reduction of several of the subsidies, as the president stated, was intende: 
> 


make it possible to maintain the economic growth rate itself. That appears 
clearly from projected development expenditures, which will be increased by 35 
percent. At the same time routine expenditures--which this time will be smaller 
than the development budget--will fall by Rp 500 billion, for a reduction of 6. 
percent (see TEMPO for 9 January). 
People have been rather surprised to see the bold action taken by the government 
in cutting the fuel subsidy and at the same time raising the cost of fuel on the 
average by more than 60 percent. In practice this will push the cost of all goods 
and services upwards in an election year. However, what is no less surprising 
and shows the “harsh” character of the budget is policy in the export field. Here 
the government. as a high official admitted, is indeed “breaking down the door.” 
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Even if there are exporters who are capable of meeting the first two conditions 
above, some bankers are still not yet convinced that they can meet the third con- 
dition. Of course, this would require proper organization from the time the 
process of assembling the goods begins until they are loaded aboard ship in the 
harbor. 


Some bankers who are known to be careful about that matter are certainly not 
going to provide credit if there are no guarantees for them. On their side a 
variety of questions have come up. "I am afraid there will be more scandals,’ 
said an official of a government bank. What he meant was the scandal involving 
the export of essential oils mixed with water and the export of coffee mixed with 
Stones by PT Orizi in Medan. Beside being worried about the scandal which 
occurred several years ago, another banker was also worried about what would hap- 
pen if the importers overseas later are dissatisfied and refuse to accept the 
goods, for example. 


Regarding the possibility of such malpractices occurring, Minister of Finance 

Ali Wardhana seems to be ready tc provide coverage to the bankers, in the form of 
an export credit guarantee and export insurance. To provide the guarantee, the 
government has designated PT Asuransi Kredit Indonesia (ASKRINDO) for this pur- 
pose. ASKRINDO will assume the burden of providing export credit when a foreign 
exchange bank provides facilities of this kind to exporters. 


Of course, ASKRINDO will collect premiums. However, according to the government 
circles, the size of the premiums will not be more than 1 percent of the maximum 
credit for a single transaction, and its coverage will not exceed 12 months. 

There is also the matter of the extent of the compensation to be offered, if a loss 
is incurred. Compensation is spoken of at about 80 percent of the loss incurred, 
with the proviso that the basis of the conpensation shall not exceed the maximum 
credit. 


For the exporters this set of regulations, whose intent is to help their efforts, 
can only be welcome. “Why is it just now and not in the past," commented several 
exporters contacted by TEMPO. 

There is a further regulation which is considered controversial: connecting 
government purchases of imported goods and Indonesian exports. This is a step 


which, according to government circles themselves, is completely new and has never 
been undertaken by any other country.

NEW EXPORT POLICY TERMED UNIQUE 
Jakarta TEMPO in Indonesian 16 Jan 82 p 71

[Text] The government's new export policy seems to have been received with some 
concern by the foreign business community in Jakarta. They are still asking: 
what does the government want with linked exports? Linking exports with govern- 
ment purchases from overseas is felt to be unusual, particularly for Western 
businessmen who, it may be said, are not acquainted with it. "That will make it 
difficult for us," said Hal Wilson, regional director for Southeast Asia of the 
well-known U.S. contractor, Bechtel International Inc, expressing his private 
views. 


He has worked in Southeast Asia for 10 years, “but I have never encountered such 
a policy which is applied to foreign contractors and suppliers,” he said. 


The regulation on linked exports is indeed different from the others. It is not 
barter arrangement of the kind known in the socialist group of countries belong- 
ing to the Comecon market (the Soviet Union and Eastern Europe). Rather, it is 
something which, according to Radius Prawiro, speaking to TEMPO last week, is 
the first of its kind in the world. 


And Radius Prawiro, who recently has appeared often in a variety of forums, again 
explained in detail the meaning of the linked export regulation before the 
Indonesian-Netherlands Association on 6 January. The new regulation, according 
to Radius, will link Indonesian exports, apart from oil and natural gas, to 
government purchases financed by the state budget and export credits at the level 
of Rp 500 million ($780,000) and above. The regulation is in effect for all 
ministries, non-ministerial state institutes, and government companies or com- 
panies belonging to the state, such as PELNI [Indonesian National Navigation 
Company] and Garuda Indonesian Airways. 


The level of the link is the same as the level of the contract for the company 
winning a bid, after the deduction of various rupiah expenditures such as 
salaries, costs of transportation, and domestic taxes. Therefore, what is cal- 
culated is only what is really the import component. Not affected by the link 
are government purchases financed by credits from the World Bank, the Asian 
Development Bank, and the Islamic Development Bank, as well as joint Indonesian- 
foreign country enterprises. 
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Like the comment of the Bechtel official referred to above, J. Willecke of the 
Ekonid Company considers that linked exports will have some side-effects. “In 
practice this development may lead to rather large changes in prices,” he said. 
In other words, “foreign exporters will offer high prices.” 


The same view was expressed by a source in the U.S. Embassy. According to the 
source, contractors and suppliers from his country will find the new export 
policy difficult. “Our country has no trading houses such as those known in 
Japan,” he said. Therefore, if U.S. businessmen are forced to import from Indon- 
esia, they will have to look for a U.S. importer as a partner, and “that will 
certainly increase costs,” he said. 


How far costs will increase is not yet clear. However, an official of the govern- 
ment said that this possibility is rather small, because the foreign businessmen 
are in competition with each other. 


General Trading Company, or Sogo Shosha in Japanese, is known to have the largest 
purchasing and sales network in the world. Therefore, a company like Mitsubishi 
which, for example, wins a contract in Indonesia, can easily contact an importer 
associated with the Sogo Shosha to purchase Indonesian export commodities in a 
phased way in accordance with the value of the contract. That is the theory. For 
according to a Japanese government source, Japanese business circles have not 
joined in welcoming the linked export regulation. 


One company in point is Chiyoda, a Japanese contractor which is building the 
Arun LNG [Liquified Natural Gas] project in Aceh. They are not affected by the 
new regulation, because the contract has already been signed. However, if 
Chiyoda should win another contract this year, what would the situation be? 
“We won't turn it down, bt will the very large cost of the project be balanced 
by an equal amount of Indonesian export products? Further, what “ould be the 
calculation of the market price, which changes frequently,” asked Nagatom, dir- 


ector of Chiyoda in Jakarta. 


However, it appears that the Indonesian government feels it is in no difficulty 
“Our position is rather strong,” said a government economic official. The world 
recession has led many foreign firms to seek to sell their industrial goods to 
Indonesia--one of the small number of countries which are still undertaking 

large-scale purchases. He said that in the state budget alone the government 


plans to import $1.0 billion in goods. Meanwhile, purchases carried out wit! 
buyers’ credits are estimated to total more than $3.0 billion. 


Which projects ire expected to be affected? Ginanjar Kartasasmita, arcsistant 
minister in the office of State Secretary Sudharmono, who supervises government 
purchases from abroad, confirmed that the sixth train [component] of the Aru: 

LNC project will be affected by the linked export regulation. Meanwhile, the 
vegetable il refining project in Aceh and the aromatic oil project in Palembang, 
to be carried out by the U.S. oil contractor EXXON and the Thyssen firm (of 
Germany) are still in the discussion stage. Also in the discussion stage is th 
jlumina project on Pulau Bintan, which has been won by Kaiser. However, thé 
fourth component of the distillation project in Banten can be statec to bs 
definitely affected by the linked export regulation because the invitation to bic 


will only be opened this year. 
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ere are still many more projects likely to be affected, such as in the indus- 
trial and communications sectors and in the purchase of heavy equipment by the 
Ministry of Public Works. Of course what is difficult to ensure is that the 
implementation of projects and the purchase of equipment is not harmed--for 
example, because of the negligence of Indonesian exporters who have signed con- 
tracts with companies that have won tenders. 
If that should happen, the consequences would be serious, should it involve 
purchases of the Ministry of Defense and Security. However, it is not yet clear 
whether projects and purchases by the Ministry of Defense and Security will be 


included in those affected by the new regulation.

Only the people themselves can make the correct 
decisions about these proposals. In answer to a question, he said that the 
defunct People’s Party has no connection whatsoever with the Al-Zulfigqar organiza- 
tion, nor is it doing anything to help the Al-Zulfigar organization. He said 

that some people in the People’s Party are giving the People’s Party a bad name. 
The People’s Party should be aware of these black sheep. In answer to a question 
he said that he has no personal or political quarrel with Mrs Bhutto.

ECNEC’s has approved the 
extension of some units in its 
power station, the installed 
generating capacity of Tarbels 
is expected to double by the end 
of the year. The multi-purpose 
dam has already paid back a 
substantial part of the sum 
invested in its construction, 
through its contribution to irriga- 
ion and power generation. 
According to unofficial esti- 
mates, during its first four years 
of operation, the dam produced 
electricity worth Ps. 320 crore 
and saved Rs. 460 crore through 
inigation water supplies. The 
approval of the schemes for 
augmenting power supplies from 
Tarbela should help max:mise 
its benefits before the dam runs 
through its estumated life span of 
50 to 60 years 


However, what give rise to 
concern are the recurrent mishaps 
at the dam, its tunnels and the 


surrounding rocks which are

the power house caved in after 
heavy rain. Barely a fortnight 
earlier, another part of this hil 
had slided down. Fortunately, 
there was no loss of human life 
The dam and its installations 
also remained safe, as the debris 
falling from the landslide was 
stopped by a protective wall. 
The wall had been erected by

SUGAR STOCKS PILE UP, PRICES STAY HIGH 
Karachi BUSINESS RECORDER in English 21 Feb 82 p 1 


[Article by Anwar Rajani: "Millowners Awaiting Go-Ahead To Unload Sugar in 
Free Market"™] 


[Text] In spite of bumper cane crop and record sugar production this year, 
the consumer is still paying exhorbitant price for this commodity if pur- 
chased from the open market. 


Reason: the Government has not yet formulated its policy about the unload- 
ing of sugar direct from mills to the free market. Last year, the milis 
were allowed certain percentage of their production for free sale in the 
market. 


Consequently, the price in the free market was Rs 11 per kg which still con- 
tinues in spite of the fact that there is a record production of sugar this 
year which is expected to exceed 11 lakh tons. 


Market sources told BUSINESS RECORDER yesterday that free sales of sugar in 
the market at present is of the quota allowed to growers from mills. About 
15 kgs of sugar is allowed to grower on the sale of 100 maunds of sugar cane 
to the mill. The growers quota finds its way to the free market which is 
selling at high prices. 


Sugar stocks are piling up in the godowns of the mills. The Government lifts 
only so much quantity as is distributed through ration shops. 


The unloading of certain percentage of production in the open market, accord- 
ing to the sources, would certainly bring down the prices of the commodity 
and help mill owners meet their financial requirewents. 


The sources further said that if unloading in free market is not allowed, the 
Government should enhance the ration quota for coasumers. In view of little 
export chances, the sugar glut may create problems for the Government, the 
sources said. 


Export Prospects Dim 


It may be mentioned here that world is facing sugar glut this year and the 
low prices of the commodity are reported to be serious impediment to expanding

She proposed that provin- 
cial taxes which were on the federal list should be brought on the provincial list, 
and said that sales and such other taxes must necessarily be given to the pro- 
vinces. Khanum Gohar said that taxes which were on the concurrent list of the 
Federal and Provincial Governments should be included in the divisible pool. At 
present only four taxes were included in this pool, with the result that no share 
from any other concurrent tax was divisible among the provinces, she added. She 
called for reviving the 1974 National Finance Commission formula so that the tax 
sharing was proportionate to the incidence of taxes in different provinces and the 
essential recurring revenue requirements of the provinces were equitably met .-—-APP.

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RISE IN STEEL IMPORTS--Import bill of iron and steel has recorded a rise of more 
than 75 per cent during last five years ending Jume 1980. According to a study 
the import of iron and steel went up from Rs. 1.5 billion in 1975-76 to Rs. 2.74 
billion in 1979-80. In terms of quantity the import of iron and steel swelled 
upto 725 thousand tons in 1979-80 as against 411 thousand tons in 1975-76. Among 
the iron and steels items, sheet plates, billots, bars and rods cost the highest 
amount of Rs. 1.9 billion during 1979-80 as compared to Rs. 663 million in 1975-76. 
In terms of quantity the import of these items increased from about 229 thousand 
tons 1975-76 to over 539 thousand tons in 1979-80. Import of other iron and steel 
products like angles, shapes and suction hoops, rails, sleepers and other track 
material also showed slight increase from Rs. 185 million in 1975-76 to Rs. 266 
million in 1980-81. Similarly the import of iron and steel casing, pig iron and 
ferro alloys increased to Rs. 146 million in 1979-80 from Rs. 104 million in 
1975-76. However items like iron and steel pipes and tubes showed considerable 
fall in last five years and came down to Rs. 256 million in 1979-80 from Rs. 417 
million in 1975-76. The study has hoped that country would attain self-sufficiency 
in these items with the full commissioning of steel mills. Yet another source of 
iron and steel sheets and bars had been ship breaking industry from Gadani yards.

MUSLIMS COMPLAIN OF DISCRIMINATION-—-Yala, Thailand: Leaders of Thailand's Muslim 
minority group say that violence and demands for autonomy could increase if the 
Government continues to neglect their commmity's aspirations. Thailand's Mus- 
lims, whose numbers are estimated to be as high as 4.5 million, or about 10 per 
cent of the population, are concentrated here in the southern-most part of the 
country, a region of jungles and rubber plantations. There has been violence 
between members of the Muslim and Buddhist commmities, and calls by various Mus- 
lim insurgent groups in the area for creation of a separate state or merger with 
neighbouring Malaysia, which is predominantly Muslim. About half the Muslim popu- 
lation is coucentrated in four provinces in the south. The remainder is spread 
throughout the country. The most widely known of the insurgent groups, the 
Pattani United Liberation Organisation, or PULO, has been blamed for assassina- 
tions in the south and for bombings in Bangkok. While the radical groups call for 
autonomy or merger with Malaysia, more moderate Muslims say they would be satis- 
fied with receiving social justice and being treated like other Thais. Mohammed 
Abdul Kader, a Muslim who heads the Government's programme for nonformal education 
in Yala, and other moderate Muslim leaders complain that local government of- 
ficials are invariably Buddhists and that there is a commonly held assumption 

that only a Buddhist can be “a real Thai." Arong Suthasasna, a Muslim professor 
at Bangkok's Chulalongkorn University, said he hopes that talk by Government of- 
ficials of making “cultural concessions" will ease tensions.
